COMMENTARY 


Population 

There  has  been  a  further  rise  in  the  population  of  the  area  from 
15,630  to  16,820  according  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year 
population  this  is  an  increase  of  1,190  compared  with  910  in  the  previous  year 
and  480  in  1966.  The  corrected  birth  rate  was  17.7  per  thousand  population 
which  is  very  close  to  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  In  recent  years  the 
birth  rate  in  this  urban  district  has  usually  been  higher  than  that  for  England 
and  Wales  but  has  tended  to  fall  in  the  last  two  years. 

Only  one  death  of  a  child  under  the  age  of  one  year  was  recorded  in 
the  twelve  months  as  compared  with  ten  in  the  previous  year,  which,  however, 
was  an  exceptionally  high  figure.  The  position  seems  to  be  satisfactory  at  the 
present  time.  In  general  the  standard  of  infant  care  in  this  district  is  high 
although  there  are  a  few  instances  where  there  is  constant  concern. 

Infectious  diseases 

Apart  from  an  outbreak  of  measles  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  there 
was  only  one  case  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the  twelve  months.  This 
was  an  isolated  case  of  dysentery,  the  source  of  which  could  not  be  traced. 

It  is  particularly  gratifying  to  be  able  to  record  for  the  first  time  that 
no  case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the  year.  This  disease  is  of  course 
steadily  declining  in  incidence  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  welcome  trend 
will  continue. 

Immunization 

Immunization  against  diptheria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough,  and  polio¬ 
myelitis  is  available  to  all  children  through  the  child  health  clinics,  family 
doctors  and  school  health  service.  Parents  of  new  babies  are  invited  to  sign  a 
consent  form  for  immunization  against  these  diseases  and  those  who  do  so  are 
then  automatically  sent  appointments  at  the  appropriate  time  by  means  of  a 
computer.  This  has  proved  highly  successful  and  many  parents  have  expressed 
their  appreciation  of  the  reminders  sent  out.  The  acceptance  rate  is  high  and 
it  is  rare  to  experience  difficulty  in  persuading  parents  to  accept  immunization. 
Meals  on  Wheels 

A  Meals  on  Wheels  service  is  provided  by  the  W.R.V.S.  in  both  Saltburn 
and  Marske  and  the  Council  make  a  grant  towards  the  cost  of  this  service.  This 
is  a  most  valuable  service  which  contributes  much  to  the  maintenance  of  the 
health  of  those  old  people  who  are  housebound.  Apart  from  maintaining  proper 
nutrition  the  service  also  provides  a  useful  system  by  which  early  deterioration 
in  conditions  may  be  detected. 

Food  Hygiene 

The  standard  of  food  hygiene  in  the  area  is  satisfactory  on  the  whole. 
There  have  been  a  few  complaints  which  have  been  investigated  and  appro¬ 
priate  action  taken. 

Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  The  whole  of 
the  area  is  supplied  with  a  mains  supply  system  by  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleve¬ 
land  Water  Board.  Samples  taken  during  the  Course  of  the  year  were  satis¬ 
factory.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  twenty-second  annual  report  on  the 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1968. 

The  staff  of  the  department  consists  of  an  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr.  F.  A.  J.  Cross,  one  full-time  Shorthand  Typist/Clerk  and  a  full¬ 
time  Rodent  Operator. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  THE  PREPARATION 

AND  SALE  OF  FOOD 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  of  cafes,  hotel  kitchens,  ice  cream 
premises,  food  shops,  stalls  and  vehicles  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the 
requirements  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations 
1960.  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations  1960 
and  Bye-laws. 

During  the  year,  54  warnings  were  given  in  respect  of  breaches  of  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

The  following  articles  of  food,  other  than  fresh  meat,  were  surrendered 
to  me  during  the  year  and  classified  as  unfit  for  human  consumption: —

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  was  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in 
the  district  and  one  hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection  was  carried  out  follow¬ 
ing  slaughter.  During  the  year  261  visits  were  made  and  the  carcasses  and 
organs  of  781  animals  were  inspected.  The  total  weight  of  meat  classified  as 
unfit  for  human  consumption  was  2  cwt.  74  lbs.

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LICENSED  PREMISES 


Visits  have  been  made  to  all  licensed  premises  in  the  area  for  the 
purpose  of  checking  sanitary  accommodation,  washing  facilities  and  general 
conditions  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 


TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS 

There  are  two  licensed  sites  in  the  area,  the  larger  being  under  the 
control  of  the  Local  Authority  and  having  accommodation  for  533  caravans. 
There  is  a  small  private  site  which  has  accommodation  for  four  caravans. 

The  sites  are  provided  with  washing  facilities,  piped  water  supply,  waste 
water  drainage  and  water  closets. 

Two  applications  w'ere  received  and  granted  for  permission  to  station 
caravans  in  connection  with  the  fairground  at  Old  Saltburn. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAYS  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

The  total  number  of  registered  premises  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  170, 
this  total  being  made  up  of  29  offices,  109  retail  shops  and  32  catering  estab¬ 
lishments  open  to  the  public.  The  total  number  of  persons  employed  at  these 
premises  was  649.  A  total  of  101  visits  were  made  by  Inspectors  to  registered 
premises. 

The  majority  of  premises  comply  with  the  regulations,  the  only  breaches 
of  the  regulations  found  were  of  minor  items  such  as  thermometers,  sufficient 
first  aid  boxes  and  lighting  and  ventilation  to  water  closets. 


ACCIDENTS 

During  the  year  three  accidents  were  reported  to  the  Public  Health 
Department,  all  of  which  were  investigated.  One  accident  was  occasioned  by 
hydraulic  lifting  machinery,  one  by  food  slicing  machinery  and  one  was  a 
fall.  Advice  was  given  and  acted  upon  in  all  3  cases  and  details  of  the  accident 
concerning  a  food  slicing  machine  were  forwarded  to  H.M.  Factory  Inspectorate.

The  Council  employs  a  full-time  Rodent  Operator  and  herewith  is  a 
tabulated  statement  of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Society  for  Clean  Air  and  the 
Teesside  Clean  Air  Committee. 

Two  Deposit  Gauges  are  in  use  in  the  area,  one  being  sited  at  Marske- 
by-the-Sea  in  the  playing  field  of  the  Junior  School,  Windy  Hill  Lane,  by  kind 
permission  of  the  Secretary  for  Education  and  one  in  the  Police  Station  grounds 
at  Saltburn-by-the-Sea,  by  kind  permission  of  the  Chief  Constable. 

The  tables  show  the  results  for  the  twelve  months  together  with  wind 
records  for  the  period. 

Two  volumetric  gauges  are  in  use,  one  at  30  Vicarage  Drive,  Marske-by- 
the-Sea  and  one  at  the  Clinic,  Bath  Street,  Saltburn-by-the-Sea.  In  addition  to 
smoke  readings,  sulphur  dioxide  readings  are  taken  on  the  machine  at  Saltburn. 

During  the  year  a  mobile  exhibition  organised  by  the  Solid  Smokeless 
Fuels  Federation  was  in  the  area  and  the  attendance  was  satisfactory.

HOUSING 

During  1968,  49  Council  Houses,  8  Council  Flats  and  1  Prefab  were 
allocated  and  21  applicants  for  elderly  persons’  accommodation  were  rehoused. 

During  the  year,  25  applications  were  received  from  tenants  for  ex¬ 
changes  of  Council  Houses  and  12  exchanges  took  place.  Eight  applications  were 
received  for  permission  to  take  lodgers  and  all  were  approved  by  the  Council. 


WARDEN  SERVICES  TO  ELDERLY  PERSONS’  ACCOMMODATION 

There  are  seven  Wardens  employed  by  the  Council  in  connection  with 
groups  of  elderly  persons’  bungalows  and  flats.  This  scheme  is  worked  under 
the  grant  aid  scheme  of  the  North  Riding  County  Council  of  up  to  £30  per 
head  for  each  person  eligible  for  Warden  service.  Housing  accommodation  is 
provided  for  every  Warden  and  an  intercommunication  system  is  installed  in 
every  elderly  person’s  accommodation,  so  that  they  have  direct  contact  with 
the  Warden. 

This  service  has  proved  very  satisfactory  and  the  elderly  people  are 
very  happy  with  it.  The  Wardens  carry  out  their  work  in  a  very  satisfactory 
manner  and  have  been  of  great  help  to  the  occupants  of  the  accommodation.
